POSTAL FRAUD TRIAL ON 


CASE AGAINST D. V. MILLER AND 
J. M. JOHNS BEGUN. | 


Former Assistant Attorney General Is 
Accused of Conspiracy and Obtain- 

ing Bribes from J. J. Ryan, Who 
Was Conducting a Get Rich Quick 
Turf Concern — Both Defendants 
Claim They Did Not Conspire and 
Did Not Obtain Money Uniawfually. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 18.—[{ Special. ]—The 
trial of Daniel V. Miller, former assistant 
attorney general for the postal department, 
and Joseph M. Johns of Rockville, Ind., for 
conspiracy and ‘receiving a bribe of $4,500 
was commenced here today. This is the first 
trial in the postal scandal cases. 

Jobn J. Ryan, the get rich quick turf syn- 
dicate man of Cincinnati and St. Louis, is 
= of the chief witnesses for the prosecu- 

on. ; 

Miller claims absolute ignorance of any 
transaction that may have passed between 
Ryan and Johns. 

Johns claims that he made an ordinary 
contract with Ryan as attorney to assist in 
securing a decision from the postal depart- 
ment after presentation of the case. : 

Both defendants emphatically deny any 
understanding between themselves or with 
Ryan, or any conspiracy. 


‘Three Witnesses Heard. 

The witnesses today were Richard M. Web- 
ster, a clerk in the legal department of the 
postmaster general at Washington; J. M. 
Morrow, telegraph operator at Rockville, 
Ind.; and John J. Ryan. 

Ryan testified in the preliminary hearings 
that he met Johns by appointment at the 
Gibson house in this city and paid him the 
money. and the district attorney holds checks 
for $2,000 and $2,500 respectively from Ryan 
indorsed by Johns. 

Ryan claims that afterward the defendants 
insisted on continuous payments for pro- 
tection,“ when he laid the whole matter be- 
fore the postoffice inspectors. 


Clerk Tells of System. 

George Webster, a clerk in the legal de- 
partment under the postmaster general at 
Washington, produced the books in which 
were recorded the decisions and all other 
actions taken in the case of J. J. Ryan’s con- 
cern and stated that the Ryan concern had 
been put on what was officially termed “ the 
fraud list.“ Webster identified many papers 
that postal inspectors had secured and that 
were admitted as evidence. 

Webster said that he was in charge of what 
were known as lottery cases, while Muller 
was in charge of fraud cases. Since then he 
had been engaged also on the latter. He 
‘testified that when it had been @ecided that 
cases should not be put on the 27 list that 
such a decision by the assistant attorney 
general had heretofore been final. Only such 
cases as were passed upon for the fraud list 
were carried up to the postmaster general 
_ heretofore, but now the rule in the depart- 
ment was for favorable decisions as well as 
unfavorable decisions to be submitted to the 
postmaster general. 

J. M. Morrow, a telegraph operator at 
Rockville, Ind., produced about two en 
copies of telegrams that passed between 
Johns and Ryan and one that passed between 
Johns and Miller. These telegrams were ad- 
mitted as evidence. 


Ryan Describes Negotiations. 


John J. Ryan gave a history and an ex- 
planation of his cotperative investment 
company, telling how he advertised in the 
papers and received answers with money 
by mail. Last November he was called on 
by postoffice inspectors, and soon after- 
wards received notice from D. V. Miller, as 
assistant attorney of the postoffice depart- 
ment, that his turf commissioner's opera- 
tioris were fraudulent. Later he had a hear- 
ing before Attorneys Christiancy and Miller 
on Nov. 11 in Washington, where the whole 
matter was finally referred to Miller, 

At this meeting Ryan promised to reorgan- 
ize his codperative investment company, so 
that his operations as turf commissioner 
would come within the requirements of the 
postal laws. He continued, however, to have 
trouble, and soon after his return from 
Washington he received a letter from Joseph 
M. Johns, in which the latter said he could 
be of service to him. After considerable cor- 
respondence by mail and wire they met in 
Terre Haute, where Ryan registered under 
the name of Rose. 

Ryan described in detail how they went 
about the hotel in Terre Haute and finally 
retired from others to his room, where Johns 
opened the conversation about his troubles 
with the postoffice department. Ryan was 
testifying that Johns claimed to be close to 
Miller and able to advise Ryan what Miller 
had said could or would be done in the pend- 
ing case. The defense objected to connecting 
Miller in a conspiracy before any conspiracy 
had been established. After both sides 
argued the question of allowing Ryan to 
proceed the court took the objection under 
advisement until tomorrow at 9 a. m. 


STUDY NEW SPOTS ON THE SUN 


Astronomers at the Naval Observatory) 
Tell of Solar Phenomena—Aurora 
Is One Result. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—The United 
States naval observatory today made ob- 
servations of the extraordinary group of 
solar spots now visible on the sun, the largest 
group discovered in the last decade. Director 
George H. Peters made the following state- 
ment today: 

„% The enormous group was observed again 
with a photo-heliograph yesterday and to- 
day. The individual spots comprising the 
group have become less numerous, some of 
the smaller spots having consolidated with 
others. The group consists of about nine 
spots and now shows indications of condens- 
ing into two principal spots or groups, sep- 
arated. Yesterday the total length of the 
disturbed region was 172,000 miles, with a 
width of about 59,000 miles, the aggregate 
length of the principal spots being 123,000 
miles. The group was easily seen by the 
naked eye at the observatory. ; 

„ A brilliant aurora was observed last even- 
ing, a bright glow in the heavens near the 
northern horizon while intense streams shot 
up teward the zenith. These conspicuous 
aurore often accompany the appearance o 


large sun spots. —

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ELLSWORTH PLEADS GUILTY TO 
WOODSTOCK MURDER. 


Tells Court His Father Shot Mother 
and Amos Anderson, a Boarder, and 
He Killed Parent and the Man—Has 
Forgotten Some Details of Triple 
Tragedy—Plea Results from Con,

Earl Ellsworth yesterday was sentenced 
in McHenry county to the penitentiaty for 
life for his part in the murder, in February, 
1902, at Woodstock, III., of his father and 
mother and their boarder, Amos W. Ander- 
son. The case was disposed of within half 
an hour after the 24 year old prisoner ar- 
rived in Woodstock from Chicago. 

The sentence was imposed after Ellsworth 
had changed his plea to “ guilty’ and had 
briefly told the court the story of the triple 
murder. According to Judge C. H. Donnelly, 
who heard the case, all that saved the young 
man from fhe death penalty was the hos- 
tility of the jurist to tnat form of punish- 
ment. i 

I have known you since you were a little 
boy, Judge Donnelly said, after the brief 
. testimony had been taken. You had a 
good and loving mother and a kind father, 
who raised you in a Christian way. They 
did everything to make your life pleasant 
and agreeable. You hore a reputation in this 
community which was good, and I can’t 
understand how you or any man or boy 
could fall from the position you occupied to 
the depth which would prompt you to com- 
mit so atrocious a crime as the one you have 
confessed.”’ 


On Trice] Only for One Murder. 


Ellsworth was on trial only for the murder 
of Anderson. Judge Donnelly, however, said 
he believed the prisoner to be guilty of two 
and, perhaps, three murders. This was the 
opinion of Matt W. Pinkerton, the detective 
who secured the evidence which caused the 
undoing of the young man. 

There was no sign of wavering or uncer- 
tainty on the part of the prisoner when he 
was arraigned. His replies to all questions 
were brief and positive. He said he fully 
understood the charge against him, that he 
did not desire counsel, and that he was ready 
te receive his sentence. 

Do you understand that the court may 
impose the death penalty?“ he was asked. 

** Yes, sir, came the reply. 


Tells of Triple Tragedy. | 

„My Tather shot my mother,” said Ells- 
worth. I cannot remember just how it 
happened. He shot Anderson and he told 
me to go downstairs and I would find a gun 
in the closet. I found the old gun, and, I 
think, with that he shot my mother. He 
said he would shoot himself and he wanted 
me to promise not to leave him until he was 
dead. 

Father gave me the key to a small sec- 
retary downstairs and told me to get the 
notes against him and give them to my uncle. 
Then he shot himself. He was not dead and 
I shot him again. Mr. Anderson had not 
been killed and he came towards me and I 
shot him.“ 

Ellsworth was taken from Chicago, where 
he had been trapped into a confession, on a 
morning train, arriving at his former home. 
When, early in the day, he learned for the 
first time that he was going at once to Wood- 
stock, his only comment was: 

What a blanked fool I have been.“ 

The young man is a strange combination 
of simplicity and craft, Matt Pinkerton 
said. ‘* He seems devoid of moral sentiment. 
He still carries a small photograph of his 
mother in his watch.

Crumbling docks and piers standing out in unsightly contrast to the few wharfs where business interests have made better facili- 
ties imperative line the banks of the Chicago river. In both the north and south branches of the river decayed piers project out of 
the water, a menace to passing craft, while huge timbers hang over the stream until they fall of their own weight and fill up the 
channel, making frequent dredging necessary.

Silo Profitable for lowa. 

I built my first silo in 1895. It was oblong 
and not deep enovgh. In the use of thie 1 
found there was no feed as cheap as ensilage, 
if the loss was not too great by spoiling. I 
concluded to try again, and visited the dairy 
districts of Wisconsin, where silos are about 
as numerous as corn cribs in Iowa. I found 
they were nearly all round; and, after get- 
ting all the pointers possible, I made my old 
one over into a barn below, bran and feed 
room above, and built a new one circular in 
form. The dimensions are as follows: Di- 
ameter, 26 feet; depth, 35 feet. I am winter- 
ing 125 head of Holstein-Friesians. The mat- 
ter of size and capacity of silo must be regu- 
lated by the amount of feed required, and 
8 of herd. As the feeding is done from 
the top, arrange the size of your silo to take 
off from one to two inches per day. 

The location of my silo is at the side of a 
barn—about six feet from same—with a 
building connecting it with barn. The foun-. 
dation is of good stone, six feet high, eight- 
een inches thick. Two feet of this wall is 
above the ground, four feet in the ground, 
the excavation being 28 feet in diameter. 
The stone is laid in Louisville cement. The 
bottom is in clay, well tamped and covered 
with two inches of grout, and a good coat of 
Portland cement put on bottom and sides up 
to woodwork. The wall at top on inside is 
flat for width of six inches, the building be- 
ing put on flush withinside of wall. The foot 
width of wall to the outside slopes about two 
inches, and is covered with Portland cement. 
The sill is formed by cutting 2x6s in three 
foot lengths, hewing or sawing to radius of 
the building, laying on two layers of these, 
break joints, spiked together. For studding 
I used 2x4, fourteen feet, lapped eighteen 
inches, and spiked together to get proper 
height, set on sill one foot apart from center 
to center, toe nailed at bottom. In ordering 
studding get them sized. The plate at top is 
same as sill at the bottom. The studding 
where doors come should be double. Four 
doors are used for taking out silage. They 
are 2% feet wide by 3% feet high. I used 2x4s 
cut to circle on inside, laid on top of each oth- 
er to fill the space in place of doors and in 
filling lay tarred paper against these on the 
inside. The silage will hold it there, if you 
will put in a few carpet tacks to holdin place 
while filling. 

Inside lining use No. 1 dressed fencing re- 


' sawed and split and sized. By ordering the 


fencing resawed quite a saving will be made, 
as this charge is about $1 or $1.50 a thou- 
sand. In putting this on rip first board to 
get a three inch piece so as to break joints, 
spring to circle of studding, nail on with 8d 
nails, Carry up for a ways, then put on a 
layer of three ply acid and waterproof pa- 
per. This is much better than common tarred 
paper. After this put on another layer of lum- 
ber, then paint the inside with coal tar. I 
know some.do not advise this, but my expe- 
rience shows. me that it is a preservative. 
For outside, use one layer of same sheeting 
as used inside, one coat of building paper, 
cover with white pine, C siding rabbeted. In 
putting on both inner and outer lining and 
siding break joint as often as possible by 
starting on alternate studs. All these boards 
act as hoops, and this is where the round silo 
gets its strength and why it is better than 
any other kind. If silo is less than twent 
feet in diameter the layer of half inch stu 
under siding may be dispensed with. 

Use conical shingle roof, with good venti- 
lator, the diameter of which should be at 
least one-fifth that of the silo. A dormer 
window should be put in roof above plat for 
filling. Do not cut away the top plate to get 
this window in, as the plate helps brace the 
top. I use window sash for the upper half 
of this to let in light. The lower part is a 
door hinged at the top. The opening, includ- 
ing door and window, is about 2 feet 8 inches 
by 5 feet. 

Rats are fond of silage, and this is the rea- 
son the bottom should be cemented and the 
foundation come above the ground a foot or 
more. I am aware that some stave silos 
have been found fairly satisfactory, but on 
account of the shrinkage in drying out in the 
spring the hoops get loose and the wind is 
apt to rack or blow them down. One of the 
important things is to get the silo as deep as 
possible in proportion to the diameter. Tze 
‘deeper the silo the greater the pressure and 
the smaller the feeding surface exposed. A 
silo 20 feet in diameter and 22 feet deep will 
hold about 107 tons. If you will add 10 feet 
to the depth you will about double its ca- 
pacity, or have 214 tons. My silo will hold 
650 tons, and cost to build in 1901 $550. 

The silage keeps perfectly. There is prac- 
tically no 1 What shall we put in our 
silo? Where corn can be grown abundantly, 
as in Iowa, we believe it the best crop for 
ensilage, though clover, sorghum, millet, and 
other plants have been tried with good suc- 
cess. As to the time of filling, I have found 
best results from taking corn when ears are 
ds nearly matured as possible and yet have 
at least half of the leaves green. I use corn 
harvester and haul direct from field to cut- 
ter. My cutter is 16 inch with 45 foot eleva- 
tor. For power we use a six horse power 
gasoline engine. The distance to field, and 
the conditions, are so varied about different 
places as to make it impossible to tell just 
how many hands can be profitably employed. 
If your silo is 20 feet or more in diameter 
put two of your trustiest men in the silo to 
gee that the corn is evenly and well spread 


‘and tamped. General tamping of the whole 


surface is important, but much the larger 
mount of labor should be expended around 
he sides, as the friction against the walls 
prevents its settling. 

If corn gets a little dry or has been frosted, 
as was the case this year, use water. In fill- 
ing I used twenty-five pails of water at noon 
and twenty-five at night. When I had fin- 
ished I put on six or eight barrels. Three or 
four inches on top is all the ensilage that 
spoiied. One of the greatest objections of- 
fered to the silo is the work of filling. This 
is often more imaginary than real, and may 
be done largely by help about the farm. I 
think slow filling preferable to too much 
haste, but the silo; as a rule, should not stand 
longer than two days between successiy 
fillings. 

Hauling shocked corn from the field in win- 
ter is not a desirable job. and the unavoidable 
waste is too great. If it is to be shredded and 
fed in that form it might as well be cut a lit- 
tle earlier and put in the silo, where it is prac- 
tically all saved. We like the common varie- 
ty of corn, though B. & W. ensilage has 
proved quite satisfactory. Whether planted 
in the regular way or to be cultivated only 
one way, it is best to plant thicker than for 
ear corn. 

As to the value of ensilage as a feed for 
dairy cows or young stock, it is, in my opin- 
ion, hard to overestimateit. For the econom- 
ical production of milk there is nothing its 
equal. The silo is, we believe, the best safe- 
guard against summer drought. It is diffi- 
cult to have a soiling crop ready to feed when 
pasture fails, as this varies from year to 
year. H. B. Gurler, who milks 250 cows, al- 
ways saves one of his silos and has it ready 
to open up at anytime. Last year we put a 
good deal of corn in our silo that would have 
been of little value for other purposes on ac- 
count of dry weather. This year a silé wasa 
good thing on account of early frost. I have 
a beets and mangel, but much prefer en- 
8 

I am often asked how many acres of corn 
is required to fill my silo of 350 tons. In an 
Average year thirty acres will do this. I 
consider this equal to 175 tons of mixed clover 
and timothy hay. I would ine to ask how 
many acres of land are required to produce 
this amount of hay an average year. I have 
never used ensilage for beef making other 
than to feed it to old or barren cows. It has 
with me, proved an excellent feed for this 
purpose. The Illinois experiment station is 
now conducting an experiment with two lots 
of steers that will beof great value. The fol- 
lowing data are taken from its bulletin: 

Fifty steers were taken in 1901 at 8 months 
old and divided into two lots. The corn from 
5.33 acres of land was put into a silo, while 
the corn from a like acreage was out and 
shocked. One lot was fed ensilage with two 
pounds of oats and four pounds mixed clover 
and timothy hay; the other lot shock corn 


on May 5, 1902—the number of pounds of meat 
(beef and pork) per acre—are,.as follows: 
Where ensilage and oats and hay were fed, 
385.35 pounds of meat were produced per 
acre. Where shock corn, oats, and hay were 
fed, 337.91 pounds of meat were produced 

As the amount of hay and oate fed to the 
two lots was practically the same, it ls rea- 
sonable to suppose that this difference of 
47.45 pounds of meat produced per acre was 
due to the different form in which the corn 
plant was fed. This showing would indicate 
that it is possible to make 47.45 pounds more 
of meat from an acre of corn put in silo than 
fed out of the shock. In case of the silage 
fed steers 97.69 per gent of the meat produced 
was beef and 2.81 per cent pork. In the 
shock corn fed steers 84.22 per cent of the 
meat produced was beef and 15.87 per cent 
pork. This would show that in case of hog 
cholera on the farm beef may be produced by 
the use of silage with but a smal] loss; and 
that in the use of Shock corn the hog is a 
most important factor, and that a loss of 
nearly 16 per cent of the meat produced would 
accrue from its elimination. We understand 
that the experiment with these steers will be 
continued until both lots are finished for 
market. The result will be awaited with a 
good deal of interest and should be of great 
value. 

In conolusion, I will say that I have found 
my silo one of the best investments on my 
farm, and I think the silo for the Iowa dairy 
farmer—like the hand or farm separator— 
almost a necessity. For the economical! pro- 
duction of beef on the ordinary farm, where 
the steer is grown from the oalf, I believe it 
is to come into general use.—W, B. Barney,

Cuban Tobacco in East Texas. 

L. H. Shelfer, until recently tobacco ex- 
pert of the United States department of agri- 
culture, stationed at the government to- 
bacco experimental plant at Nacogdoches, 
Tex., has given out a report made by 
him and his associates to Secretary 
Wilson of the department of agricul- 
ture upon the practicability of raising a 
high grade Cuban leaf tobaccoin east Texas. 
Several weeks ago Mr. Shelfer announced 
that he had resigned his position with the 
government to become a tobacco planter, 
so much impressed had he become with the 
possibilities of raising the Cuban leaf in the 
vicinity of Nacogdoches since his advent 
here a year and a half ago. The tests made 
by Mr. Shelfer, and his partial reports there- 
on, interested the Southern Pacific railroad, 
on the line of which the tobacco lands lie, 
and that company at once began a heavy 
campaign of advertising to attract settlers 
into the new found tobacco country, with the 
result that thousands of inquiries have come 
here and to the railroad from all parts of the 
United States, and even as far away as 
south Africa, Australia, and Europe. 

Mr. Shelfer has just sent in his report to 
the government, and in discussing the mat- 
ter today made several important state- 
ments which have a direct bearing upon the 
nature of this report. Said Mr. Shelfer: 

“Feb. 1, 1902, myself and assistants were 
gent to Texas by the bureau of soils of the 
United States department of agriculture to 
demonstrate if there could be a high grade 
of cigar filler tobacco grown on Texas soils. 
There had been a good deal of tobacco grown 
in the eastern and some in the southwestern 
part of the state from all kinds of seed and 
all kinds of land. After careful examination 
of these crops and of the soil upon which 
they were grown, I concluded that Cuban 
seed seemed most desirable, and that one 
must use a heavier and more uniform soll 
than had been used before. 

Sept. 1, 1902, I made a partial report to 
the department of agriculture, and submit- 
ted samples of tobacco, which were of such 
merit that I was sent to Cuba to study soil 
and climatic conditions and secure pure seed 
for future experiments. I sent samples of 
Cuban soil to Washington for analysis and 
comparison with samples from Texas. 
Samples of Cuban tobacco were also secured 
for comparison with the Texas leaf. 

After making my report on this trip I 
was instructed to make my headquarters at 
Nacogdoches, Tex., where I had found con- 
siderable soil similar to the Cuban. Ar- 
rangements were made for thorough experi- 
ments on these soils in Nacogdoches, Ange- 
lina, and Tyler counties. Arrangements 
were also made to do some codperative work 
in Liberty, Montgomery, and other counties 
of East Texas, and in Lavaca, De Witt, Vic- 
toria, and other counties of southwest Texas. 

“These experiments have demonstrated 
that there are three sections of the state that 
can grow a cigar tobacco of commercial 
value, but each being of a different type. 

„The red or chocolate belt will produce, in 
my opinion, the highest grade of Cuban filler 
that can be grown in the United States, and 
will equal the average Cuban filler imported 
to this country. By using cheesecloth shade 
one can grow as fine a wrapper as is now 
being grown in Cuba under shade, having the 
same grain, appearance, and aroma. 

“The sandy loam will also produce a grade 
of filler tobacco equal to any now grown in 
the United States, and wrappers could be 
successfully grown under shade. 

The gray, sandy loam is more adapted to 


could be grown a Cuban leaf that would 
make a fairly good filler. 

„The climatic conditions found in this 
part of the state are favorable to the growth 
of the weed. These soils lie in a radius of 


the first elevated or rolling lands, get the 
benefit of the gulf clouds, fogs, and dews. 
The rainfall isevenly distributed through the 
year, so that irrigation is not necessary. 

“As this experiment has demonstrated 
what kind of soil will produce these high 
grades of tobacco, it is now up to the people 
to have their soil examined and classified. 
Where you find the same soil in the same 
climate it is not necessary for the govern- 
ment to experiment any further. 

“The government is an experimenter, but 
_ a developer, and this rests with the peo- 
p e.“ 

It may be some time before Secretary WII- 
son makes a formal announcement of the 
report made to the department of agricul- 
ture by Mr. Shelfer, and the foregoing direct 
statement from the government's former 
specialist in the Texas tobacco matter is 
considered here as of the utmost importance, 
as it undoubtedly embodies the meat of hig 


| more elaborate report to the government.

Preserving Cider for Later Use. 

Here in Nebraska we have found it impos- 
sible to sell cider that has worked at any 
price. We do not think it is right to use the 
ordinary preservatives to keep cider, for the 
reason that any substance which will prevent 
cider working is apt to injure the stomach. 
I may say, however, that late in November, 
at the advent of cold weather, cider can be 
made from small Janet and Missouri Pippin 
apples, mentioning these varieties because 
of their habit of overbearing, resulting in a 
good many apples from 1% to 1% inches in 
diameter. Cider made at this time from 
sound apples can usually be kept at freezing 
temperature and in condition to use the 
greater part of the winter. 

The barrels should be tightly closed, air 
excluded, and any slight fermentation that 
may begin controlled with siphon rubber 
pipe passing from the barrel to a pan of 
water. In this way carbonic acid gas is al- 
lowed to escape and the oxygen prevented 
from coming in contact with the cider and 
thus creating more fermentation. For our 
own use we preserve a barrel of the best 
cider. We heat it to 165 degrees, letting it 
stand at that temperature for the space of an 
hour, that the impurities and scum may rise 
and be skimmed off. This is then canned lke 
fresh fruit in twoquart Mason jarsand placed 
in a dark cellar. Handled in this way it 
keeps indefinitely and willi be found superior 
as a healthful beverage to cider preserved 
with salicylic acid or formalin. 

In pasteurizing, cider is heated in copper 
tanks to 165 degrees, kept at that tempera- 
ture for two hours, skimmed, and then run 
into steam heated barrels or kegs. Handied 
in this way it keeps perfectly for an indefi- 
nite length of time.~Orange Judd Farmer.

POOR PAY FOR CONSULS 


IN SALARIES URGED 
FOR AMERICAN OFFICERS. 


Herbert H. D. Pierce, Third Assistant 
Secretary of State for United States, 
Completes Tour of Inspection in Bu- 
rope Seeking Improvements in the 
Service—Finds All Hard Worked 
and Intrusted with Important Inter- 
ests, Yet Receiving Small Pay. — 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

LONDON, Oct. 13.—A plea for higher sala- 

ries for American consuls is made by Herbert 
H. D. Pierce, third assistant secretary of 
state for the United States government. Mr. 
Pierce has been visiting a large number of 
United States consulates in Europe to see 
what steps would be necessary for the pro- 
posed improvement in the service, and sailed 
today with Mrs. Pierce on the Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse. Mr. Pierce has visited 
thirty of the principal consulates in Holland, 
Belgium, Germany, and France. : 
Ot course my investigation was tenta- 
tive,“ said Mr. Pierce. It was impossible 
to cover the entire field tn the time allotted. 
I cannot speak on the report I shall make to 
the state department, but there are one or 
two things that are apparent. I think itis 
essential that consuls should be paid by 
salary alone, and that all notarial fees should 
go to the government. The compensation to 
consuls in most cases should be larger, and 
all vice and deputy consuls should be Amer- 
ican citizens, as such important positions 
should not be intrusted to foreigners. 


Handle Immense Business. 


„Many Americans who travel are apt to 
forget that the first business of the consul 
is to act as business agent for the govern- 
ment and to think he has nothing much to 
do but make himself agreeable and useful 
to his fellow citizens. On the contrary, 
every one of them is a busy man. The prop- 
er certification of invoices is a necessary 
matter, especially when we consider the im- 
portance of our protective tariff, and no 
foreigner could be expected to take the prop- 
er amount of interest in seeing that the ar- 
ticles are invoiced at their proper value. 
One result of the protective tariff is that the 
amount of the government's business the 
consul attends to often is large. From an 
average place like Antwerp as much as 
$10,000,000 worth of goods are exported to 


| America in one year, and even in a small 


place like Calais the value of exports to the 
‘United States runs up to several millions. 


Poor Pay and Little Help. 


“Take this latter place for example. The 
consul at Calais gets about $2,200 a year. 
For the same time he turns in alone for cer- 
tificates of invoice and other official fees 
nearly $5,000 to the United States gov- 
ernment, which sum represents the invoices 
of several million dollars’ worth of goods. 
He is the agent of the most important for- 
eign business undertaking in Calais, yet 
there are half a dozen American business 
houses keeping agents in Calais who each 
receive bigger salaries than the government 
representative, who is there to protect their 
interests, while every one has five to eight 
clerks while he has only one, and that one is 


underpaid.”

ROSRBERY DODGES FACTS. 


GOES ON RECORD AS OPPOSED TO 
CHAMBERLAIN’S POLICY. 


Talks for am Hour and a Halt at Shet- 
field, but Keeps Well Away trom 
Statistics and Direct Information— 
Declared That Free Trade Had Been 

a Messing to the Country—New 
Policy Would Be Harmful to All In- 


LONDON, Oct. 18.—Lord Rosebery spoke 
tonight at Sheffield, whither he wentin order 
to definitely record his opposition to Mr. 
Chamberlain’s fiscal policy. 

His lordship delivered a characteristic 
speeech of brilliant rhetorical denunciation 


of protection, interspersed with clever and 
caustic allusions to Mr. Chamberlain and the 
predicament in which he had placed the gov- 
ernment. He talked an hour and a half but 
gave few substantial facts. 

The earl said he doubted if there had ever 
been any fiscal inquiry. The ministry had 
probably investigated not the nation’s com- 
merce but that of the constituencies. He 
deprecated a policy of retaliation which 
would land the empire ina contest with every 
nation in the civilized world, a contest to 
which Armageddon would be a friendly 
joust. He held that free trade had not failed 
but had been a great success. ‘The new policy 
instead of solidifying would tend to dislocate 
and probably dissolve the empire. 

His lordship warr.ed his hearers that they 
could not try a new policy and drop it if it 
failed. Protection once established could 
not be uprooted and would bring in its train 
trusts, nfonopolies, and probably corruption. 

He was doubtful about the proposition that 
a fiscal should precede a political union. In 
any event, what Mr. Chamberlain's friends 
ignored was that everything in the empire 
had been strong and successful because it 
was free and spontaneous. 

Lord Rosebery quoted Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
to the effect that not restricted trade but 
only the most absolute freedom, political and 
commercial, would succeed in b ing up 
the empire. 

They could not risk this splendid result on 
a hazard of the political die. They could 
not leave the brilliant known under any 
guidance or prophetship for the dark un- 
known. 

Lord Rosebery made no attempt to refute 
Mr. Chamberlain's contentions by argument, 
statistics, or a detailed examination of his 
proposals. 

In reference to Mr. Balfour’s attempts to 
gag pariiamentary discussion of the fiscal 
problem he said: Tou cannot prevent a 
storm by sitting on the barometer.”’

ALVERSTONE IS ANGRY. 


Says He Objects to Being Crit- 
icised for an Act He Has 

Not Performed. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Oct. 13.—The Alaskan boundary 
commission, their counsel, and attachés, 
were guests of the lord mayor of London at 
a banquet tonight, where compliments were 
exchanged and the wisdom of settling dis- 
putes between nations by friendly discus- 
sion was highly commended. 7 
The banquet was surrounded with all the 
ceremonials incident to affairs conducted by 
the lord mayor and was 228 by almost 
all those associated with the now in the 
balance, from Lord Chief Justice Alverstone 
down, though Attorney Finlay and Sir Ed- 
ward Carson were notable absentees. 


Drinks Toast to Roosevelt. 

The lord mayor, Sir Marcus Samuel, pro- 
posed the health of President Roosevelt, 
while the band played The Star Spangled 
Banner.” Then his lordship proposed the 
toast of The Alaskan Boundary Tribunal,“ 
with which he coupled the names of Lord 
Alverstone, Secretary Root, and Sir Louis 
Jette. He declared that the present method 
of the submission toa tribunal of a dangerous 
dispute between two great nations would be 
a lasting lesson of peace to the world. 

“This we may say,“ said the lord mayor, 
“that the verdict will be loyally accepted 
and acted upon, and what might lead to se- 
rious trouble will be averted. 


Alverstone Resents Criticism. 

Lord Chief Justice Alverstone, in replying, 
after having feelingly referred to the death 
of Sir Michael Herbert, said that though the 
tribunal was not an illustration of arbitration 
it was “an honest and patriotic attempt to 
solve by mutual discussion subjects which 
might become serious. 

“I have no fault to find with all that has 
been said and done,” he declared. We have 


proceeded with great unanimity and I only 


wish that those who do not understand the 
motives of the tribunal would abstain from 
attributing motives to its members which do 
not exist.’’ 

This open reference to Canadian criticism 
of Lord Alverstone’s supposed predisposi- 
tion toward the American case caused no 
little sengation. It was followed by Lord 
Alverstone passionately declaring that in a 
long public career he had never objected to 
criticism after he had taken a certain course 
of action, but he did bitterly resent criticism 
beforehand. 


Brilliant Speech by Root. 

Secretary Root followed with a brilliant 
speeoh. He depicted Sir Michael Herbert's 
“sweet reasonableness’ and the loss sus- 
tained by both nations by the ambassador's 
death. His friendship with many public 
men in the United States and his wide expe- 
rience,’’ said Mr. Root, and his many other 
qualities made him competent to exercise 
great usefulness in cementing the friendship 
between two nations on whom civilization 
and the hopes of al] mankind depend.“ 
Some thought.” continued Mr. Root, 
„ that the Americans and Canadians came 

London because Alaska was a wonderland 
of claimants, but the greatest object lesson 
of the whole proceedings was that the Unit- 
ed States had such trust in Great Britain 
that she was willing to meet and discuss a 
question vital to her, not in a neutral capital 
but in a capital belonging to one party to the 
controversy.”’ 

Nothing, he said, could more emphasize 
** the absolute confidence of all parties in the 
good faith, generous hospitality, and fair 
play of the English people. The admirably 
graceful, tactful, and correct way in which 
the British government has fulfilled that 
trust has made us feel at home in the trust 
we have reposed in you.” 

In a humorous vein Mr. Root said that they 
felt ever more at home as doubtless the 
fiscal controversy had been especially raised 
at this time for the benefit of the American 
members of the tribunal. Then analyzing 
the arguments of both political parties in 
England he added amid shouts of laughter, 
„nothing could be more delightful to us than 
to find our country simultaneously upheld 
as the best example of internal free trade 
and of too successful protection.“ 

Sir Louis Jette, on behalf of Canada, echoed 
the sentiments expressed by Mr. Root, and 
Senator Lodge proposed the health of the 
counse] engaged on both sides of the case, 
declaring that the rapidity of the proceedings 
was a lesson to all nations who avoided such 
a pacific method of settlement on the ground 
of prolonged procedure. 

Messrs. Dickinson and Robinson responded 
on behalf of America and Canada respective- 
ly, and Ambassador Choate proposed the 
health of the lord mayor and Lady Samuel. 

Among those present were Lord Strath- 
cona, Assistant Secretary of State Peirce, 
Justice Bigham, Lord Davey, James Bryce, 
M. P.; United States Consul General Evans, 
Edgar Speyer, the sheriffa and many for- 
mer lord mayors. | 

The commissioners resumed consideration 
of the case today, but adjourned in the after- 
noon without having reached a decision.

ARCHBISHOP KAIN FP 


John Joseph Kain, archbishop of St. Louis, 
Mo., died tonight at the St. Agnes sanitarium 
in this city, where he had been a patient since 
May 12. His death, which came peacefully. 


had been expected hourly by his attending 


physicians for several days. Dr. J. M. Stone 
and a number of priests and relatives, in- 
cluding his sister, a sister of charity, known 
as Sister Mary Joseph, were at his bedside 
when the end came. 

Heart disease was the ailment for which 
the archbishop was first treated when he 
arrived at the institution, but a general 
breakdown from overwork caused him much 
trouble. Recently appendicitis developed, 
and the prelate rapidly sank. An operation, 
which was deemed necessary, was imprac- 
ticable owing to the enfeebled condition of 
the patient. 

No arrangements have been made for the 
funeral, and it is not known whether the 
body will be buried in his family lot at Mar- 
tinsburg, W. Va., or taken to St. Louis for 
interment. 

Archbishop Kain was one of the most 
widely known and most popular prelates in 
the United States. Born in Martinsburg, 
Berkeley county, W. Va., on May 31, 1841, of 
Irish parents, he received in early life the 
training which made his work in the church 
such that he forged his way to the front 
quickly. 

preparatory education for the priest- 
h was received at the St. Charles sem- 
inary at Ellicott, Md., where he was grada- 
uated in 1862. He then entered St. Mary's 
college at Baltimore. He was ordained a 
priest by Archbishop Spalding on July 2, 
1866. 

As a priest his early work was in the ter- 
ritory along the Potomac river. In May, 
1875, he was consecrated bishop of Wheeling. 
He ruled that didcese until June 15, 1898, when 
he was appointed coadjutor to the Most Rev. 
Richard Peter Kenrick of St. Louis. Upon 
the death of that prelate he succeeded to the 
archbishopric of St. Louis on May 21, 1895.

| BOND SALE. 
Accepts Proposition of Local Finan- 
ciers by Which ‘$1,000,000 Will Be 
Ready Within Ten Days—Similar 
Sum Will.Be Left with Banks for 
the Present, and 2 Per Cent Inter- 


est Will Be Paid on This Unused 
Cash—Tight Money Market Blamed. 


— 


South side parks will be improved and new 
breathing spots, which have been recently 


decided on, will be added at once as the re- 


sult of the action taken yesterday by the 
south park board. The commissioners ac- 
cepted a proposition for financing the im- 
provements by voting to issue $2,000,000 in 
4 per cent, twenty year bonds. These bonds 
are to be taken, under contract, jointly by 
the First National bank, the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company, and N. W. Harris 
& Co. | 
The contract, which has not yet been form- 
ally drawn up, reflects the unsatisfactory 
condition of the bond market. By its terms 
$1,000,000 of the funds will be paid into the 
south park treasury In ten days. The re- 
maining half of the money will be left with 
the purchasers, who will receive 2 per cent 
interest on it until it is taken by the board 
and the bonds are issued. In other words, 
the commissioners will pay 6 per cent inter- 
est on the first $1,000,000 as long as the second 
sum of that amount Iles in the banks. A 
$5,000 premium is to be paid by the buyers. 
Commissioner Crilly objected to the terms 
of the sale of the bonds, declaring the present 


à most inopportune time for the negotiations. 


“I believe that the prospects for financing 
the deal to greater advantage would be in- 
creased, he said, “if the securities were 
better advertised. A premium of $5,000 is a 
good thing for the purchasers. I am in favor 
of delay, under the conviction that a better 
bargain can be obtained.“ 

I believe we did well to accept the offer, 
Commissioner Hodgkins said later: “ We 
never got a bid on the issue in six months, and 
this is the first chance we have had to dispose 
of it. We are buying land and will use the 
money soon. I do not think it will remain in 
the banks over two or three months.“ 

President Foreman defended the action of 
the board on like grounds. 

“We had to have the money before we 
could enter into any negotiations for the 


‘land,” hesaid. “ It would be folly to attempt 
‘to make the purchases without having the 


cash available. The terms were the best that 
could be securéd. The money market is tight 
and our action is entirely satisfactory to the 
taxpayers, I am assured. In delaying we 
might find a worse market.“ 

In a year, President Foreman said, twelve 
new parks would be nearly completed. Half 
of these are to be small parks and the others 
larger tracts. Grant park will be finished at 
once.

“LAW UNKNOWN” 
IS JUDGES’ PLEA. 
Besson They Failed to Obderve 


the Statute in Natural 
izing Aliens. 


MANY PAPERS FAULTY. 


County Court the Only One to 
Follow Strictly Recent Act 
of Congress. 


As a result of the illegal naturalization of 
aliens disclosed by Special Agent C. D. C. 
Van Dusen of the department of justice 150 
foreigners, resident in Chicago, may be de- 
nied the right to vote until the irregularities 
of their papers shall be rectified. Judges 
say they issued irregular papers because 
they did not know the law. 

Following Mr. Yan Dusen's report the rec- 
ords of the Cook county courts came in for an 
overhauling yes y. It was discovered 
that the regulations for naturalization in the 
Circuit and Superior courts have been in a 
chaotic state since June 1, when the law 
went into effect. Special Agent Van Dusen, 
who investigated the situation two months 
ago, warned the officials of the courts at that 
time that a continuance of the slipshod ad- 
ministration of the law would not be tol- 
erated. 

The only court which observed the law to 
the letter was ine County court, Judge Car- 
ter having refused to administer the oath 
after June 1 until the proper forms should be 
previded. This was not done till Oct. 5. 
In the other tribunals the only attempt to 
observe the statute was that of some of the 
individual judges, who incorporated the new 
oath into the old blanks. 


Superior Court Most Careless. 


the most careless of the new law. The record 
of the naturalization clerk shows that 108 
aliens were made citizens before the new 
forms were provided. Of these sixty took 
the oath in the old way, with only one wit- 
ness and without the clause on anarchistic 
beliefs. Then Special Agent Van Dusen in- 
terfered. He insisted that the new forms 
should be provided immediately. It is not 
clear that any steps had been taken toward 
carrying out this provision until Van Dusen 
required it. Then the county attorney was 
instructed to draw up new forms. In the 
meantime, however, the granting of natural- 
ization papers was not abandoned. The rec- 
ord shows that forty-eight persons were nat- 
uralized after Van Dusen departed, the an- 
archist clause being written on the margin

One end, however, has been reserved 
for such utensils as the committee deem 
necessary for use in a home where the 
strictest economy must ve exercised. Here, 
too, will he found the labor saving devices 
and everything that will help to turn “ the 
drudgery and prose of the kitchen into 
pestime and poetry.“ The dining room will 
be a thing of beauty, and will be as complete 
as the kitchen. 

The third window will contain mens 
of the work done by pupils in the different 
schools of the state, beside a large collec- 
tion of books and magazines devoted to do- 
mestic science, government reports on topics 
like foods, sanitation, etc. Everything that 
is a help to the housekeeper and an aid in the 
civilization of the kitchen has been gathered 
by the committee and properly classified and 
arranged. It is safe to say that the model 
kitchen and dining room will be one of the 
greatest attractions to the visitor in Cairo.

Table Etiquette Around the World 


One might expect that the traveled Ger- 
man, the ubiquitous American, the French- 
man, who is said to set the fashions, the uni- 
versal Englishman, and the rest of the peo- 
ple who have reached the same level of civ- 
ilization, and are continually feeding to- 
gether, would have dropped into line and 
handled thejr knives and forks alike. 

In the empyrean of royalty there is uni- 
formity—almost. For the courts of Burope 
and the White house at Washington may be 
regarded as above the ordinary vagaries of 
the humbler. Set the czar and the king of 
England down to dinner with the kaiser and 
President Roosevelt and the emperor o 
Austria and their manners will be about the 
same. You could not say straight away that 
this one was a German or that an American. 
But even here a quaint difference presents 
itself with the dessert. Finger glasses, which 
have gone round the world, are banned at 
the English royal table. 

The management of the knife and forkisa 
crucial test. The Englishman works on the 
simple assumption that the knife is for cut- 
ting and the fork for conveyance. That is 
why a knife has no dealing with peas. The 
German has never realized this distinction. 
He has no compunction as to shoveling apple 
sauce into his mouth with the blade of his 
knife, and thereafter waving his knife in 
argument with his companion. You will 
notice that an Englishman never handles 
his knife but for its simple purpose of cutting. 
The American goes a step further. He holds 
his knife as a pen, dissects his meat, and 
then lays his knife aside, conveying his food 
to his mouth by means of his fork. 

The use of the table napkin is now universal 
in civilized countries, but it has different 
functions. The Englishman spreads it over 
his knees and displays it as little as possible. 
For his methods of dealing with the soup 
and gravy are so cautious as to enable him 
to dispense with the napkin as a buckler. 
But in every cosmopolitan resort you will 
see certain bosoms covered with a table 
napkin, one corner of which is deftly in- 
serted between the neck and thecollar. In 
this matter England and America stand al- 
most alone. We have evolved a race that 
can take soup without splashing a shirt front.

In the days of Rome in her glory the best 
cooks were the Greeks, who managed the 
famous dinners enjoyéd at Roman feasts 
and created in the grand kitchens of the 
eternal city; in a word, they were Rome's 
French chefs. 

These officers of cookery were prized treas- 
ures and lavished with the riches of their 
conqueror masters, one of the chefs de 
cuisine in Antony’s household receiving a 
town as a gift. 

The office of carver was vastly important, 
whose work was revived in the renaissance 
and with the cook or privy cook was deemed 
not unbefitting the accomplishments of a 
gentleman of rank. 

Thus it came to pass that an old cook of 
Mme. de Beaujeux of the renaissance had his 
nobility . maintained and confirmed in the 


royal council of Louis XI. of France. 


The illustrious French jurisprudent au- 
thor, , Montesquieu, was descended from 
Robin, second cook of the connetable of 
Bourbon, ennobled by that prince.

Besides, lucky 
fellow, he became an heir to a property with 
an annual income of 70,000 francs, acquired, 
as Queen Margot is said to have said, non 
pas en piquant ses poulete mair en piquant 
ceux des roi (“ not in hatching his chick- 
ens but in hatching those of the king).

COUNTESS OF WARWICK WRITES 
OF HER CASTLE’S HISTORY. 


She Succeeds in Making an Interest- 
ing and Even a Lively Narrative— 
An English Stronghold Running 
Back to Early Saxon Days—The 
Long Line of Distinguished Earls 
Who, Reigned There—Many ‘Noble, 
Sordid, and Brave Men Among Them 


In two heavy but handsome volumes the 
countess of Warwick has written WAR- 
WICK CASTLE AND ITs EARLS.” (E. F. 
Dutton & Co.). She deals with the great 
stronghold and palace from Saxon times till 
the present day. In her introduction, the 
countess says: | 

The history of Warwick castle 1 almost as old 
as the history of England itself. Earls of War- 
wick, belonging to each of the families that have 
successively held the title, have played their 
part in most of the dramas of English history. a 
They have been the hosts of kings, and also their 
executioners. They have dictated the policy of 
their country, and they have perished miserably 
on the scaffold. They have been generals in our 
armies, and admirals in our navies; and they have 
distinguished themselves in other fields of fame. 
There was once an earl of Warwick who was a 
pirate; there was once a pretender to the earldom 
who distinguished himself by inventing a valuable 
patent medicine. This history, therefore, will not 
lack variety. | 

And, indeed, the countess’ work lacks not 
for variety, sprightliness, or humor. Its 
heaviness ts of avoirdupois, and not in a 
literary sense. She pretends to some liter- 
ary ability, and, although not to the type- 
writer born, she has succeeded in producing 
an interesting and noteworthy account of 
a noble castle and the distinguished une 
of earls who possessed it. Considering the 
immense amount of material she had at 
amd. she has arranged it with skill and 
put into her pages the best of the legend, 
tradition, and history concerning the long 
succession of the earldom. 

Here we have traced for us the histury 
of Warwick from the days of Alfred’s daugh- 


ter Ethelfieda to the present time, includ-. 


ing Guy and all the other famous earls. Of 
Guy, the king maker, she gives us a capital 
account. She is not sparing in words of 
condemnation when she thinks them de- 
served. For instance, of Edmund Dudley, 
founder of the great house after the time of 
the Nevilles and Beauchamps. she says 
that he was the most .sordid servant of 
the most sordid of the English kings, and of 
him who founded the Rick family she says: 

It is worth while to remember that it was 
precisely because he was wicked that he 
flourished like a green bay tree, and that, if 
he had modeled his conduct upon the pre- 
cepts of the moral philosophers or the Chris- 
tian evangelists, he might never have 
emerged from obscurity to become the an- 
cester of earls of Warwick.” 

There is a delightful analysis of the char- 
acter of the celebrated ear! of Leicester, Rob- 
ert Dudley, of whom she says he was “a 
little too prone to comport himself like a 
lord mayor’s show,” while, on the other hand, 
she extols his son, renowned as a sailor, a 
doctor, and the inventor of the Warwick 
powder.“ 

The famous members of the Rich, Boyle. 
and Greville families all come in for special 
mention, and, in some cases, whole chapters. 

The volumes are richly illustrated, not the 
least pleasing picture being the portrait of 
the beautiful author herself. 


FRENCH COURT LIFE. 
Andrew C. P. Haggard Writes of the 
Period from 1528 to 1643. 

“SIDE LIGHTS ON THE COURT OF 
FRANCE,” by Andrew C. P. Haggard (E. 
P. Dutton & Co.), is a book without preface 
or a word of introduction, appendix or index. 
and yet it is one which one cannot begin to 
read without an impelling desire to keep on 
reading. The period covered is from 1523 to 
1643, from Francis I. to Louis XIII. Butitis 
a terribly dark picture which these side- 
lights make. it is a historic lingo of almost 
incredible folly, wickedness, and tragedy. 
To the general disreputableness of the court 
life and intrigues there is no limit. 

The various and persistent conspiracies of 
the league are the marplot in'French, and 
even English, history for near a century. 
That any tolerable sort of governmental, 
civic, and national decency should emerge 
from such a state of things must be ac- 
counted one of the signal instances in tne 
evolution of human society, and a mighty 
argument for the optimistic view of the 
future. Of course these particular “ side- 
lights are a selected lot of historic “ slides 
that are not to be taken as intended to picture 
the whole of French life in that dismal cen- 
tury of transition from medieval to modern 
life and thought. Yet even here there are 
some gleams of better things. Henry of 
Navarre, before his own pitiful obscuration, 
did some splendid things which the historic 
Imagination loves to commemorate. 

Referring to Cardinal Richelieu, the author 
says that he may have been a man of in- 
finite political contraditions, an indifferent 
rhymster, a vainglorious playwright, an oc- 
casional libertine, a hard taskmaster, an im- 
placable foe, but for all that, in an evil period, 


he was the best productofthetime. Despite 


the clamoring against him for continuing the 
war, despite also occasional reverses and in- 
vasions he undoubtedly saved France from 
complete ruin at the hands of scoundrelly 
myrmidons who made such awful havoc or 
the rest of Europe. | 


PROBLEM OF THE COLONIES. 
Theodore Noyes of Washington Writes 
on Our Eastern Question. 

* ORIENTAL AMERICA AND ITS PROB- 
LEMS,” by Theodore Noyes (Judd & Det- 
weiler, Washington), is timely and ‘fitted to 
be eminently useful in bringing together 
in compact form a wide array of those facts 
and intensely practical consideratidns which 
the American people are bound to know 
about if we are to be saved from disastrous 
blundering in dealing with our imperious, as 
well as imperial, oriental problems. Mr. 
Noyes, an experienced Washington jour- 
nalist, has evidently taken extreme pains to 
get at the facts in the most first hand way 
practicable. He has twice visited the Philip- 
pines and gone straight to the most au- 
thentic sources of information. While most, 
if not all, the matter in this volume first ap- 
peared in the columns of the Washington 
Star, and some of the points may have lost 
their special interest, the statements and 
discussions as a whole are of lively im- 
portance still. 

After several descriptive chapters on 
Luzon, as seen in 1900 and in 1902, and the 
southern Philippines, the writer goes on to 
consider hints from Java and from Ceylon, 
the question as to whether Malays will work, 
exclusion of the Chinese, how to govern, 
the United States ag a kindergarten, the 
question of imperialism, and finally the para- 
mount issue. The writer is at much pains 
to show how Chief Justice Marshall would

HAS NOW CURRENCY PLAN 


MONEY ISSUE THROUGH CLEAR- 
ING HOUSES FAVORED. !

Rule On and Hold Securities for

ment n to Have Control, . 


Neb., Oct. plan 
for an emergency currency, termed a “glear- 
ing house currency.“ was favored by Theo- 
dore Gilman of New York City in an addreas 
before the Nebraska State Bankers’ asso- 
ciation today. He explained what is meant 
by clearing house emergency currency as 
follows: 

It is simply a currency that is secured 
by bank assets specifically pledged to a 
clearing house which holds the pledged 
assets in trust for the benefit of the holders 
of the currency. It is a trusteed currency. 
It is covered in contradistinction to an un- 
covered currency. 

Would Be Covered ” Currency. 

“A covered currency is one that is issued 
on securities that have been selected, ap- 
praised, approved, and handed over to a 
trustee to be held in trust for the sole purpose 
of providing for the payment of the currency 
issued thereon. An uncovered currency is 
one that is issued by the same party, that ac- 
cording to its own unrestricted and unsuper- 
vised judgment selects, appraises, approves, 
and holds in its own custody these securities 
which are to provide for the payment of the 

notes issued. 

“This form of currency involves the at- 
firmation of three principles rst. that cur- 
rency should be covered by specially pledged 
security; second, that the security pledged 
shall be approved bank assets; third, that 
the trustee to appraise and hold the security 
for the benefit of the public shall be a clear- 
ing house.“ 

Issued by the Controller. 
Mr. Gilman did not go into all the details 


involved in the issuance of such a currency. 


In brief, clearing houses will be organized 
under an act of congress. Currency would be 
issued by the controller of the currency on 


recommendation of the clearing house to an 


amount equal to 75 per cent of the appraised 


value of the assets which the note issuing 


bank would furnish. The total amount of 


notes would not exceed the capital stock of 


the bank. In addition there might be pro- 
vided a 5 per cent redemption fund placed 


with the clearing house. 


The bank notes issued in accordance with 
the plan would be redeemable at all times 
during banking hours in lawful money. The 
notes might be retired either upon the vo- 
lition of the bank through which they were 


issued, or by order of the clearing house of 


which the bank might bea member. Further 
discretionary power.might be vested with 
the secretary of the treasury to order the 


redemption of such notes. 


Forms of Collateral. - 


The collateral furnished might be notes of 
commercial borrowers, exchange, and bonds 
and stocks. |
